“It must be remembered throughout 
that operations in France are vast and 
that we are only on one wing of the 
whole field of battle. This strategic 
position of ourselves and our allies is 
such that decisive victories of our 
armies in France probably would be 
fatal to the enemy. A continuance of 
resistance by the Anglo-French armies 
upon such a scale as to keep in the 
closest grip the enemy’s best troops 
can, if prolonged, lead only to one con- 
clusion.” 


BOMBS ARE DROPPED IN 
PARIS FROM AEROPLANE 


London.—A Paris dispatch to the Ex- 
change Telegraph Company says: 

A German aviator flew over Paris 
and dropped five bombs, which fell 
in the most populous quarter of the 
city. In one case two women were 
wounded. 

One bomb fell in front of the shop 
of a baker and wine merchant at Rue 
Albouy and Rue des Vinaigriers; two 
on Quai de Valmy, one of which did 
not explode, while the other struck 
the walls of the Night Refuge, behind 
St. Martin’s Hospital.

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+ NAVAL LOSSES DURING 
FIRST MONTH OF 
SEA FIGHTING 


Destruction at sea during the first 
month of the general war has been 
greater than the naval losses during 
the entire Spanish-American war, 
when the value of merchant vessels 
captured is taken into consideration. 
The cost of these vessels, with their 
cargoes, in many.instances very val- 
uable, must be added to the warships 
that had been destroyed. Following 
are the naval losses thus far reported: 

August 3d—German and Russian 
fleets off Aland islands; Russians re- 
ported to have lost one ship.

TITANIC BATTLE: RAGES 
OVER 20-MILE FRONT 


London.—The conflict of millions 
appears at last to be In progress. 
Even such news as the sinking of the 
German steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse pales beSiie thé titanic battie 
evidenced by the tribute of General 
Joffre, the French commander in 
chief, to the British arms, and the 
realization that the aliles are fighting 
to block the road to Paris, with the 
Germans hardly father away than 
New York is to Philadelphia. .— 

The official news bureau gave 
further information that the French 
operations, extending over a distance 
of 50 miles, necessitated changes in 
the position of the British troops, 
which are occupying a strong line 
supported by the French on_ both 
flanks, to meet the German advance. 

The battle undoubtedly is an at- 
tempt by the Germans, with the 
hugest army ever employed for a 
swift attack, to sledgehammer its 
way through the allies’ defensive 
barrier, while trying to outflank them 
between their left and the seaboard. 

The Pall Mall Gazette’s critic says 
that the fighting has been on a front 
twenty miles along the line between 
Cambrai and Le Cateau, and between 
the rivers Scheldt and Sambre, while 
the Germans have been steadily at- 
ferapslng.s an n outflanking movement by 
Orcet The allies have the 
advantage of warkite on interior 
lines, and have been falling back in 
the interest of concentration. 

The Russians appear to be steadily 
advancing in East Prussia. They are 
approaching the great fortress of Koe- 
nigsberg, and have crossed the river 
of Alle at several points. While they 
continue their march, with Posen as 
their objective, they are confronting 
the Austrians between the Dniester 
and the Vistula, and claim a number 
of victories along that line. 

The Austrians assert that they have 
defeated the Russians in a six days’ 
battle near Krasnik, Russian Poland, 
repulsing them decisively over the en- 
tire front of about forty-three miles. 
A dozen battles are being fought 
around a great wall of German and 
Austrian bayonets, all of which will 
be considered milestones of history in 
less overwhelming days. 

The British public is becoming rest- 
less under the suspense. The news- 
papers are beginning to demand a 
loosening of the censorship, while 
women throng the War Office for 
word as to whether their husbands 
and sons are among the thousands of 
British dead and wounded of the last 
week’s fighting. 


BRIEF ANNOUNCEMENTS 
MADE BY WAR OFFICES 


The French War Office on Wednesday 
contented itself with the simple state- 
ment that, as aresult of the turning 
movement of the German army and in 
order not to accept battle under un- 
favorable conditions, the French troops 
again have retired.

WATCH WILL ADJUST ITSELF 


Remarkably Simple Method of Making 
Timepiece That is Too Fast or 
Too Slow Set Itself. 

Frederick E. Ward sends to the Scl- 
entific American a remarkably simple 
method of making a watch that is too 
slow or too fast set itself. The usual 
method is to turn the hands backward 
or forward or to stop the balance 
wheel with a toothpick. 

If a watch be removed from {ts 
chain and hung by its bow on a hook 
or nail so that: it. swings free it will 
be found to oscillate back and forth 
like a pendulum. This motion 18 
caused by the motion of the parts of 
the escapement. The swinging either 
accelerates or slows down the running 
of the watch. Its exact effect varies 
with individual watches, depending 
upon the weight and size of the case. 
Whether it makes the watch gain or 
lose, and how much, can be found by 
experiment, say, by hanging the watch 
up for ten hours and checking it by 
the wireless signals that are sent out 
at noon and 10 p. m. by the govern- 
ment station at Radio, Va., and can be 
caught by any but the crudest wireless 
receivers. 

The average watch gains about ‘wo 
seconds an hour, when hanging free. 
Some, however, lose. When the pre- 
cise gain or loss has been ascertained 
the regulator should be adjusted. If 
the watch gains it should be made to 
run a trifle slow. 

Now, by repeated trials, the owner 
can learn precisely how many seconds 
his watch gains or loses. When this 
error has accumulated long enough 
to make an adjustment advisable, all 
he has to do is to hang up his watch 
for the right number of hours to bring 
its second hand back or forward to the 
correct position. 

Should a watch be found neither to 
gain nor to lose when hanging, it can 
be made to respond by hooking a piece 
of metal to the stem, thus raising the 
center of oscillation.

PRESERVING WOOD. IN SUGAR 


New Method Discovered by English 
Scientist Has Been Tested With 
Satisfactory Results. 

Preserving wood in sugar, actually 
candying it as fruit and flowers are 
candied, is the newest process of treat- 
ing timber, just taken from the forest, 
to prevent dry rot and to bring about 
rapid seasoning. The new method 
»Was discovered by an English scien- 
tist and has since been tested with 
highly satisfactory results. Woods of 
all kinds and of all degrees of density 
have been subjected to test, and the 
sugar process has been found not only 
efficient but less expensive than many 
older methods for the same purpose, 
The wood is placed in tanks filled
